ness of the world could take away, Cole- 
ridge was to handle the strange and 
Super-usual elements, Wordsworth’s 
harder task was to strive to show men 
the beauty, power and upward lif+ of 
the commonest things.

! belongs to every citizen is the city govern- 
ment,’ and proceeds to declare that if it is 
efficient every man, woman and child is benefited through, first, 
better education, cleaner streets and the like, and second, through 
cither lower taxes or increased satisfaction with the taxes spent. 
The bureau of research, privately organized, has for its purpose the 
daily investigation of the city’s official departments, with a view to 
presenting their conditions and their needs, both of favor and cor- 
rection, to the people. A committee of the city government after 
investigating the new league reports that it is deserving of the favor 
of the government and thus opens the way to its success. The 
citizens who came to the doors of the city hall in daily investigation 
would find their task difficult if not impossible without the passport 
of cooperation. This supplied, the city is in a fair way to be thor- 
oughly well governed. 

Theoretically public officials should need no organized watching 
of their work. Practically they are found to need it and this with- 
out reflection upon their intentions or capacities. There is, as the 
Springheld committee found, no official in the city government 
whose business it is to view all the responsibilities and concemtrate 
upon the way they are discharged. This of necessity is supplied 
from the outside and it is only supplied effectively when the men 
who concern themselves in public affairs organize and employ some 
person or persons to keep up the inquiry. The financial commission 
of Boston had some such origin and it found its way to official 
standing in the charter of 1909. These cities are not exceptional 
in their need of the well directed public inquiry that is constant 
and sustained. 

There was an old fashion among the people of the cities, 
not to say of the whole country, to elect men to office amid great 
controversy and with glowing assurances of their quality and then 
leave them quite unobserved until the approach of another election 
niade issues out of their acts. It was a poorly balanced way of 
meeting the obligations of citizenship. It has yielded to the vogue 
of boards of inquiry, typified in the Springfield bureau, which richly 
deserves to pass from a season of trial to permanent place in the 
municipal outfit.

It stopped short of equipping the most needy : Owned Trol- | 
regions, those removed from railroad con- || 
nections, with the provision for marketing || 
products and transporting the people who | 
now live, or might be brought to live, in || 
them. The dream of the deficiency in trans- 
portation being supplied by a railroad cor- 
poration which would invest quite regardlessly of the prospect of 
immediate profit, having been denied fulfilment, the need remains. 
Possibility of benefit to the localities that were promised aid is not 
removed and the duty of bringing about a better development of 
sections that lack only means of communication needs merely to be 
placed upon the right shoulders. Is it the commonwealth’s duty? 

To this question the newly-chosen Governor is understood to 
reply that it is for the state to provide the electric roads that are 
needed. He is committed to that view by past utterances, and his 
words, now that he is confronted with the responsibility of office, 
indicate that he plans to use his power to bring such a plan into 
ctfect. He will be met by the stock arguments of the opposition 
to public ventures into the field that, in theory, 1s better served by 
corporate enterprise. He will encounter the showing of the expe- 
riences of the state in railroad building and operation—mainly the 
spending of $25,000,000 for the Hoosac tunnel and the connecting 
railroad, and the few years of state operation, with the net result 
that in time-the treasury made out to turn the bonds into about 
$5,000,000 of cash. But he will be warranted in observing that 
this experience was nearly a half century ago and that there has 
been a considerable advance in public sentiment in that time; that 
public oversight has come near to the point of definite direction of 
the management; and that meanwhile corporate ownership has not 
proved altogether wise or always efficient. At least a consideration 
of the state taking up-the business is possible now-that would not 
have been possible even a few years ago. 

But the project of state building of trolley roads is not new 
in Massachusetts. In one of the most valuable reports ever made 
on the relations between the public and transportation companies, 
all of fifteen years ago, a commission definitely recommended that 
street railway tracks should be publicly owned. They may well be 
treated as a part of the public highway. Operation by a corpora- 
tion, on terms that would reasonably assure a profit, would safe- 
guard the public against either the exaction of unfair charges or 
the inefficiency which it is still assumed would mark the running 
of a system by public employees. There is attractiveness in the 
project. That it received no more than passing attention when it 
was first set forth is not conclusive for all time. It is quite possible 
that the education which the state has received in recent years of 
agitation for the trolley roads in the western counties has prepared 
the way for its trial. | 

Governor-elect Walsh deserves better than a prejudiced treat- 
ment of any recommendation he may make to the Legislature as to 
the way of carrying the developing benefit of electric lines to the 
unfavored parts of the state.

Whether they are or are not is a matter of personal consideration. 
What concerns the public is that in taking this step to introduce true 
civil service reform into the fourth-class ofttices—offices that have been 
employed for political purposes, especially in the South through 
many years—the administration is moving admirably toward the 
standardization of the postal service in general. 

From all appearances it is the intention of the postmaster-gen- 
eral, under the direction of the President, to carry out the civil 
service rules without bias to the present incumbents. ‘They are, of 
course, in the main Republicans; but if the spoils system is to be 
completely extirpated in this country, political reward and reprisal 
m the filling of civil service offces must be absolutely abandoned. 
Otherwise what Democrats may do today in the questionable 
semoval of Republicans will be done tomorrow by Republicans, and 
the civil service law will continue to be observed only where it 
cannot be evaded. 

The opportunity for enforcement of the civil service rules rig- 
orously and honestly presents itself now to the postmaster-general 
and his assistants and subordinates. Their methods will be closely 
watched. If they shall deal with applicants impartially, regardless 
of political considerations, the moral influence of their work will 
be felt beneficially through many years. It, on the contrary, they 
shall leave room for just criticism, this will be taken to license dis- 
regard for the civil service rules when an opposition party shall 
come into power. 
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It Is interesting to note the parallels as well 
as the differences prevalent in the treatment 
of women workers in two adjacent states of 
the Pacific Northwest.

of one year; a maximum of 54 hours to constitute a working week 
for women; 8:30 p. m. to be the limit to which women may labor 
in mercantile estabhshments and laundries. 

[t appears that an investigation carried on in Tacoma, Wash., 
when the minimum wage bill was before the Legislature of that 
state not long since, showed the average wage of beginners to be 
about $5 a week in the department stores, and that $7 a week is 
about the average for those who have served an apprenticeship for 
one year. The general average, according to the Tacoma Tribune, 
is not much less than that fixed by the Oregon commission.

and clerks of election, but only with reference to the male sex. 
Women have voted in school elections, but school district elections 
have not brought them into contact with the real electorate of the 
state. Women have sometimes voted for state university trustees, 
but their vote has been a negligible quantity. Next April they may 
vote for aldermen, and it will help the rest of the country to under- 
stand the political situation in Chicago next spring, if it understands 
now that an aldermanic election in that city is in many respects as 
important to Chicagoans as elections in which state and national 
issues are decided. State and national administrations fall, but in 
Chicago there are ward politicians whom state and national political 
landslides and revolutions have been unable to dislodge. 

The enfranchised women will not only vote in Chicago next 
spring, unless in the improbable event of an adverse court decision 
against their right to do so, but they are to share equally with men 
in handling the machinery of the election. County Judge Owen has 
decided, that 1s, that women are qualified to serve both as judges 
and clerks and, as the despatches put it, ‘accordingly there will be 
a woman judge in every alternate polling place and women clerks in 
the polling places where the judges are men.” Fourteen hundred 
women will be thus employed. 

Now it is in woman's nature to learn, to insist upon learning, 
ali that should be learned by the election judge and clerk with regard 
to the manner of receiving the vote and making the count. Women 
will not be as easily satished about anything they are told as men. 
They will still want to know when the ward chiefs think that the 
explanation has been sufficient. As a consequence of their insistence 
they may learn in some precincts and in some wards nothing of 
startling interest ; on the other hand, they may learn some surprising 
things in other precincts and in other wards. 

Possibly—there is no assurance of it, but possibly—they may 
learn the secret of the system that has held certain ward leaders 
and certain aldermen in power for years, regardless of the campaigns 
waged to overthrow them, regardless, it would sometimes seem, of 
the majorities flung against them. If they shall learn this secret, 
they can do more than merely condone with the community that such 
things should be, for they will be part of the election machinery ; 
they can clog proceedings calculated to rush the favorites of the 
bosses into office; they can even go before the courts and, if they 
have evidence, prevent irregularity and fraud. Instead of being on 
the outside, trying to peer inward toward darkness they will be on 
the inside, working outward toward daylight. The change of 
woman’s relationship to politics in Chicago should make a great dif- 
ference in the character of Chicago aldermanic representation. 
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| | Stone, is ability to know the important from 
the insignificant, the constructive from the 
disintegrating. Were this not so, the space now given to crime, 
pugilism, marital infelicities and personalia of a trivial sort, would 
be better used with information concerning the world’s doings. In 
short, it is the pettiness and limited range of interest of the news 
collectors that has lessened recently the American journal's prestige. 
This expert critic also rates the element of entertainment much 
lower than do many newspaper makers. As means to an end it has 
its place; but as an end in itself he bel:eves it to be reprehensible. 

Facing the fact of the comparatively limited number of Amer- 
ican periodicals, quarterly, monthly, weekly or daily, which, to quote 
the critic, give “serious, thoughtful consideration” to public ques- 
tions, Mr. Stone adds that he believes that “there is a great longing 
on the part of many people for real information,” and, he no doubt 
believes, “real editorial discussion.” To dispute the substantial jus- 
tice of this expert’s estimate will require considerable temerity. It 
only confirms the talk of educators, publicists, lovers of literature 
and civic reformers wherever you find them gathered and chance 
to hear either their formal or informal lament.
